have been sent down to assist them . 
In an interview w ith the shift boss, the 
Call's correspondent found that they are at 
sea in regard to the proper direction to 
m ake the connection, but this difficulty is 
obviated by running drifts in every possible 
direction by which a connection m ight be 
made. 
It is now conceded on all sides that the 
m en cannot be alive, and the last spark of 
hope has vanished. 
W hen Mrs. Jeffrey, 
the aged m other o f one of the im prisoned 
m iners, who had been her sole support, 
gave her son u p as dead, she voiced the 
sentim ent of the entire com m unity ; bu t 
notw ithstanding the absence of hope no 
efforts have been spared to reach the u n ­ 
fortunate m en.

T r v c k e e , Jn ly 3d.—Mrs. E m m a llegli, a 
resident o f this place, died this m orning 
from the effects of an overdose of m or­ 
phine, adm inistered by her own hand. 
The circum stances w hich led to th e act are: 
Last M arch A. P. Clark, bookkeeper of Elle 
Ellen, a prom inent tnillm an here, ab­ 
sconded w ith over $G,000 belonging to 
E llen. 
H e was arrested in Victoria and is 
now aw aiting extradition. 
Mrs. Regli, a 
daughter of Ellen, was the principal w it­ 
ness and prosecutor. Clark stated that if 
forced to retu rn he w ould m ake startling 
disclosures concerning the private affairs of 
Ellen and h is fam ily. T his statem ent was 
published about three weeks ago, and since 
the publication deceased became despond­ 
ent and has been given to fits of m elan­ 
choly, at tim es raving. 
She took hut 
little food, and scarcely any tfie past week. 
Last week she attem pted to take her life, 
firing three pistol shots, none taking effect, 
except one th at grazed her neck. 
T his 
was kept quiet, but your correspondent is 
now inform ed th at it is true. On Saturday 
m orning she received a letter from Morse, 
the detective in the Clark m atter, giving 
the particulars concerning the latter’s re­ 
turn for trial. 
A bout noon the m em bers 
of the fam ily found her unconscious and 
sent for a physician, who pronounced it 
poisoning by m orphine. T he drug m ust 
have been taken an hour or m ore before, 
but where il was obtained is not know n. 
Despite all efforts nothing could be done. 
She 
lingered 
unconscious 
until 
4 
o ’clock this m orning, when she died. 
An 
inquest is refused by the officers, w hich 
provokes considerable unfavorable com ­ 
m ent. T he Depression prevails th at deceased 
com m itted suicide w hile under tem porary 
aberration of m ind, caused by threatened 
disclosures b v Clark.

volver was found w ith every load in it. 
N othing was know n of the shooting at 
Pike until Sheriff" Stew art, of Downieville, 
cam e down in search of evidence, and the 
body was not found u ntil last evening. 
T he old residents of Pike are very bitter, 
and say it is well for R ichardson th at he is 
in a safe place.

W a s h in g t o n , Ju ly 3d.—T he Commis­ 
sioner of Patents has finished for publica­ 
tion a statem ent upon the subject of the 
deficiency in the accounts of the late Levi 
Bacon, financial clerk of the Patent Office. 
A thorough exam ination has not yet been 
m ade, but a p artial investigation by the 
com m ittee shows an apparent shortage of 
$33,000, about $4,500 of which was in the 
attorney’s fund, leaving an apparent deficit 
of about $28,500 in his accounts with the 
Governm ent, against which were found due 
bills from employes and others, dishonored 
drafts and m iscellaneous m em oranda, ag­ 
gregating about $17,000, w hich leaves $11,­ 
500 of G overnm ent funds unaccounted for. 
Bacon's bond was for $10,000, and this 
leaves a possible loss lor the Governm ent 
of from $20,000 to $30,000. T his even m ay 
be collected.

heartedness and generous sym pathy led 
him possibly to m ake loans w here he 
should not have done so. 
It is asserted 
further that som e of the heaviest loans for 
w hich vouchers were found in the cash- 
box were m ade last year during the six 
m onths th at Bacon was confined to his 
house and bed w ith fever.

Hotel, and led by A djutant W hitecar and 
followed by th e band, took up it* n arch 
tow ard the* place where, tw enty-four years 
before, the Philadelphia men had held 
th eir position against the famous Pickett’s 
Division of I-ongstreet’s Corps of the A rm y 
of N orthern Y irginia. 
A t length they 
reached 
“ Bloody 
A ngle.” 
T he 
baná 
strikes np “ Rally ’Round the Flag, Boys,” 
and the old Philadelphia Brigade is once 
m ore on the ground they so nobly defended 
against such overw helm ing odds. 
The 
stone fence is still standing behind w hich 
the Philadelphia Brigade m ade its heroic 
stand, and the two m onum ents of the Sixtv- 
n in th and Seventy-first Regim ents are lo­ 
cated w ithin a few feet of it. 
A few m inutes after 2 o'clock the Sixty- 
n in th m arched to the stand erected for the 
purpose, and there the assemblage was 
called to order by Colonel O’B rien, who 
introduced A djutant \V. C. M cDermott, 
who read a list o f the killed and m ortally 
wounded of the Sixty-ninth Regim ent. H e 
then presented General Joshua T. Owen, 
who delivered an oration. 
D uring his 
speech the General said th at the Com­ 
m ander of the Philadelphia Brigade, w hen 
he placed them at the stone wall, in such 
an advanced position, knew they would 
stay there and hold that position till death. 
H e referred to the m anner in w hich thev 
got the nam e of " Paddy Owens’ R egulars,” 
aud pointed out General Brown as the m an 
who so called them .

There is little need for extended pana- 
geric upon “ The Day We Celebrate.” The 
loftiest tribute that can be paid to it is the 
beat of the national heart. The unanimity 
with which the American people oliserve 
the recurrence of the anniversary; the 
heartiness with which they enter upon 
all schemes adopted to honor the datei 
testifies to the sincerity with which they 
worship at the shine of free government.

If the flag floats to-day the emblem of 
the loftiest ideal of human right under 
law, it is not because this anarchical for­ 
eign scam, poisoned with the virus of 
European intrigue, would have it so. 
But 
in the blaze of the century, fortunately, 
intelligence is too broad, knowledge too 
free, expression too little restrained for 
the insiduous teachings of the enemies of 
free government to make headway against 
the resistless tide of human rights anil 
self-government. 
Our forms may lie susceptible to amend­ 
ment 
that will 
assure the citizen of 
broader opportunities, higher privileges 
and greater protection; but when such 
are achieved, the race of nieu will have 
moved into so lofty a plane of excellence 
that we can contemplate it now, hut in ex­ 
travagant fancy, and conceive of it as be­ 
longing to an era when human passions 
shall lie wholly purified, and humau aims 
utterly unselfish. 
As the nation is to-day 
it is the advance guard of the grandest age 
of the world’s history. 
There has lieen no 
better, none of greater achievement or no­ 
bler purpose. 
The American principle, despite all 
veualty among men, all corruption and de­ 
ceit, all prostitution of purpose before the 
nation’s altars, underlies the liest and safest 
and purest government on earth. 
The 
national countenance at times has been 
troubled; fear and suffering may have 
marked i t ; anxiety may have laid finger 
upon its brow, liut the national heart has 
not faltered. 
Its pulsations have never 
lost the heat of its tim ing; its rythmic 
strokes have rung round the world to the 
peoples of earth “free Government is ]«»si- 
ble ; it has been tried in the fire, and, like 
gold, come out refined.” The storms of rev­ 
olution and rebellion have beaten upon it, 
but the structuie of its temple is the 
stronger for the testof its strength. Domes­ 
tic foes masking as lovers of men, seek to 
undermine the pillars of the nation’s sup­ 
port, hut their puny efforts are in vain. 
Doubt and fear among our own have 
clouded some moments of national exist­ 
ence, but the vitality of the Republic is 
greater, its hopes brighter, its aims loftier 
and its heart stouter to-day than ever be­ 
fore. 
The faith of the American people 
in the American nation is unshaken, and 
will so continue as the Republic grows 
stronger and better, and rises alxivc all 
doubts and fears to the realization of the 
loftiest desires of men.

The following special bulletin for the 
Pacific Coast has been issued from the 
Signal Service Headquarters in San Fran­ 
cisco, under date of July 1st: 
W eather— Along the Pacific Coast, the 
month has been marked by few note- 
worth}' features. No general storm has 
appeared and the rainfall has been light. 
In Oregon and W ashington Territory, light 
local rains fell from the 4th to the lGth, 
and on the 25th and 2(ith. 
In California 
local thunder and hail-storrus occurred on 
the 1st and 2d. 
Light rains fell in portions 
of Southern California on the 4th, and scat­ 
tered showers over Northern California on 
the 5th, 11th, 12th and 13th. 
The temper­ 
ature changes have as a rule been small, 
the warm weather in California from the 
18th to the 21st, arid from the 27th to the 
50th being a noteworthy exception. 
Mean Temperature—The mean tempera­ 
ture during June was about normal in all 
districts, the most maiked departure being 
in eastern Washington Territory, wbere it 
amounted to four degrees below the June 
temperature. 
In Oregon and Washington 
Territory the temperature average about 
two degrees below the normal, and in Cali­ 
fornia about one degree above. 
Rainfall—The rainfull was slightly iu 
excess in eastern Washington Territory, 
and was deficient in all other districts.

G. IV. Hancock, who has just returned 
from the upper Sacramento valley, says 
that that section is in a most flourishing 
condition, and that the evidences of boom 
are to be seen on every hand. The results 
of planting citrus trees during the last year 
or two he reports to be most gratifying and 
successful. At the residence of'G enersl 
C'adwaluder, at Red Bluff, there is a grove 
of fifty or sixty orange trees, set out since 
the first Citrus Fair was held here, and 
every tree has made a stronggrowth. There 
are shoots on all of them from the present 
year's growth which will measure from one 
and a half to three feet in length, and are 
dark and 
thrifty 
in 
appearance. 
At 
the residence of Joseph Cones, about 
four ruiles east of Red Bluff in the edge of 
the foothills, can be seen about 75 orange 
trees, some of which are seven or eight 
years old, and are now loaded with young 
fruit. The trees look very tine, and afford 
incontestable evidence of the fact that that 
part of the Sacramento valley—140’ miles 
north of the Capital—will in the early fu­ 
ture be one of the most prosperous and 
popular citrus growing portions oí the 
State. Red Bluff is enjoying rapid and 
substantial growth and adding very fast to 
her wealth and beantv. 
The people of 
Sacramento rejoice to see the boom extend­ 
ing to ail parts of Central and Northern 
California. 


A M in ia tu re E a rth q u a k e . 
The Mountain Democrat of the 2d say4 ; 
On Wednesday afternoon last about 2 
o’clock, while all the workmen were busy 
in the shaft of the Independent mine, near 
Logtown, word was brought to them that 
a tire was raging in their blacksmith shop. 
On coming to the snface, the entire build­ 
ing was found to be in flames, which were 
threatening a lot of giant powder stored in 
an adjoining building. On account of this 
powder no one dared approach the burning 
building, and their timidity was well 
grounded for soon a terrific explosion oc­ 
curred, completely demolishing the build­ 
ings, and shaking up the entire country 
for miles around. The fire was scattered 
about for hundreds of yards, setting fire to 
grass aud bush, causing an extensive forest 
lire which it took the entire afternoon to 
subdue, with help summoned from town. 
The shock of the explosion was felt at El 
Dorado and Shingle Springs, where it was 
supposed to be from an earthquake. The 
loss to the Independent mine will be about 
$300, which has been replaced, and work 
progresses as usual.

The Gall Gazette of last Saturday very 
truly says : The necessity of the farmers of 
this county organizing for the purpose of 
formulating some scheme by which the 
broad fertile acres in the southern halt of 
the county can be supplied by a proper sys­ 
tem of irrigation, is daily becoming more 
urgent. W e are pleased to see Colonel E. 
R. Hamilton, of the Sacramento Bank, act­ 
ing in behalf of the Sacramento County 
Improvement Association, taking such a 
deep interest in this very im portant sub­ 
ject. In the whole State of California there 
i? not a county that presents more natural 
facilities and more inexhaustible water sup­ 
plies to draw front than Sacramento. It 
can also be truly stated that these water 
supplies can be reached more cheaply, and 
and that canals and irrigation ditches from 
the fountain bead can be bad at a smaller 
cost in this county to irrigate a larger sec­ 
tion of rich farming country than in any 
other section of the State. An acquaintance 
with the favorable geographical lay of the 
immense tract of land that can be brought 
under irrigation in Sacramento county, 
with accessible ever-flowing streams of 
water to draw from, will convince any sane 
mind of the truth and practicability of the 
views we hold regarding the section of 
country referred to. 
Mr. Hamilton addresses a circular to the 
farmers of this county, in which he says : 
“ From experience in doing business in 
Merced, Fresno and Tulare counties, and 
observing the immense benefit those coun- 
tiesarenow deriving from irrigation, and 
noticing the volume of water in the Ameri­ 
can river that is flowing past us, I am con­ 
vinced that by a concert of action of the 
farmers of Sacramento county the water of 
said American river can be carried across 
in a canal to the southern edge of the 
county, and thereby made to irrigate the 
lands between said canal and the Sacra­ 
mento river, thereby enriching and in­ 
creasing the products "and value of the said 
land many times its present value.” 
This scheme of irrigation suggested by 
Colonel Hamilton is a feasible one, blit 
there are other and less expensive methods 
of bringing water to the “ southern edge of 
the county,” and which we will endeavor 
to explain further on. Our ideas of the 
cheapest and most practical way of irrigat­ 
ing that portion of Sacrame’nto county 
south of Brighton township to Dry creek, 
would be simply as follows : All the avail­ 
able land for irrigation purposes north of 
Sheldon, including Elk Grove and Florin, 
to Brighton, we would look to the Ameri­ 
can river for the source of supplv, and 
would direct the water from that "stream 
as suggested by Colonel Hamilton, by a 
canal across the section of country "de­ 
scribed. All of the land south of the C’o- 
sumnes river to Dry creek in need of irri­ 
gation could be supplied with water in 
ditches from the headwaters ef the Co- 
surunes river and Dry creek, and if needs 
be, the Mokelumne river could be tapped 
at an elevation sufficient to canal a stream 
et water that would Uood the whole basin 
between the Cosumties and the Mokelumne 
and furnish water supply for all purposes. 
Such a general system of irrigation can 
be most successfully introduced in this 
county, and the enterprise would prove one 
of the most profitable ever undertaken in 
the State. For right of way for water 
ditches there would be no charge—fur farm­ 
ers would be more than compensated for 
any damage sustained by being allowed 
free use of the ditches to "water their stock. 
W ith such an extensive system of irriga­ 
tion, Sacramento countv would treble in 
productive resources, treble in wealth and 
population and be the garden spot of the 
State. It would also lead to the subdi­ 
vision of large farms, and there would be 
opportunities for all newcomers. New life 
would be infused into our farming com­ 
munity, and the poor ranchers, who at 
present barely eke out a miserable exist­ 
ence raising grain, would be afforded an 
opportunity to direct attention to more di­ 
versified methods of farming. It would ena­ 
ble each farmer in this end of the county 
to cut two and three crops of alfalfa every 
year upon land that will not now raise one 
crop. 
Tt will enable them to raise ten 
times more stock than they do at present. 
Small vineyards and orchards will replace 
unprofitable grain fields. Every farmer 
will be a dairyman and stock-raisi r, and 
be the possessor of a poultry yard and 
profitable vegetable garden." Prosperity 
will crown the efforts of the industrious 
husbandman, and peace and plenty will 
reign supreme among the happiest and 
most favored farming community in the 
world. Give us irrigation, and you will 
give all the blessings enumerated above. 
A word about the expense of such a 
system of irrigation as is outlined in this 
article. 
We have consulted some eminent 
engineers on this question who have given 
us estimates, and it is their opinion that 
less than half a million dollars will do the 
whole work. 


a " becoru ixion” correspondent makes 
FURTHER PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 
Eds. Record-Union: 
Referring to an 
article in the last Galt Gazette- [published 
above.—Eds. Record-Union]—shows that 
the efforts of Colonel Hamilton and others 
are beginning to attract some attention to 
the subject of irrigation in Sacramento 
county. In order to get the matter before 
the public in a .shape to have it act under­ 
standing!}- upon the subject, would it not 
be proper to have a preliminary survey 
made by a competent corps of engineers to 
determine the most desirable sources of 
water supply for the irrigation of the lands 
lying between the American river and the 
Consumnes river: also to ascertain possible 
canal routes with comparative estimates, 
and also a general examination of some of 
the works already established and rights 
acquired, at and above the points where the 
diversion of water in larger canals for the 
irrigation of valley lands, would be found 
practicable? 
It might be found desirable to unite in­ 
terests to some extent with the Natoiua 
Water and Mining Company, or with the 
Fo'som Water I’owet Company. Such ques­ 
tions must bedetermined in connection with 
preliminary surveys, otherwise some in­ 
terference with the rights of others might 
in the future be developed. The writer is 
informed the making of the surveys and 
the collection of other data on which the 
location of the main canal and its princi­ 
pal branches will depend, and a report ac­ 
companied witti the necessary map, to­ 
gether with a preliminary estimate* of the 
cist of works, will take a competent engin­ 
eer and assistant about two months to 
complete and will cost about $750. This 
survey is the first thing to be done in order 
to know what can be done, and the proba­ 
ble cost of same. 
As the writer understands it, the funds 
raised by the Citizens' Improvement Asso­ 
ciation by its fee of $5 for membership, is 
intended to be applied towards the pay­ 
ment of rent of room for meetings, printing 
and for such purposes as this survey, etc. 
Consequently if the property owners, not 
only in the city, but also iti the country, 
will send in their names for membership 
accompanied with the $5, there will soon 
be a fund for such works. 
While a few-public spirited citizens are 
willing to devote considerable time and 
some money to advance the general in­ 
terests of the community at large, that 
community must not expect those few men 
can do it all. 
The committee in presenting its aims 
and objects to the citizens of Sacramento 
City and 
county 
uses 
the 
following 
language: 
To the Citizens 
the City and County of Sac­ 
ramento : 
H aving been selected as t h e ” Execu­ 
tiv e C om m ittee " of th e »' Im provem ent Asso­ 
ciatio n ot th e City and C ounty of sacram en to ,” 
we deem it proper at th is tim e to lay before you. 
as briefly as possible, o u r aim s, etc. 
It is th e purpose o f th e A ssociation to in ­ 
au g u rate som e reform s, an d to g enerally Im ­ 
p lo re th e appearance a n d financial condition 
o f o u r city an d county, bv devoting ou r tim e 
an d energies to th e sam e. 
T he titles o f com m ittees, w ith th e duties 
allo tted to each, w ill give you an id ea o f th e 
lalxir to he perform ed, a n d w e feel th a t success 
cannot be attain ed unless we receive your 
h earty an d cordial, m oral an d financial aid and 
support. 
If these com m ittees sh all receive th e aid an d 
encouragem ent from you desired, w e hope to 
soon obeerve an im proved ap pearance in o u r city 
a n d county, an d an im petus given to all lines o f 
bu-iness th a t w ill am ply rew ard o u r efforts. 
It should be rem em bered th a t o u r Association 
being purely volu n tary , an d hav in g no legal 
au th o rity to enioree its recom m endations, can 
accom plish little unless it receives th e m oral 
an d m aterial support o f a large bodv of in ­ 
fluential citizens. T herefore, we hope th a t you 
w ill prom ptly h a n d in your nam e to th e Society 
or to th e C anvassing Com ruittee for m em bership 
in th e Association. 
This question of irrigation is a very im ­ 
portant one at this time, and one that di­ 
rectly interests the farmer and tbe m er­ 


chant, and if it can be carried out an era of 
prosperity will be brought to us such as we 
have not known since we became, in a 
great measure, a farming community. 
The manner of disposing of our Califor­ 
nia fruits by auction iu the great cititsof 
tbe East (thanks to the exertions of Captain 
Weinstock) appears to he meeting with 
great success, and if it continues, our lands 
in Sacramento county will appreciate in 
value far above present rates. And it will 
only need a supply of water at the proper 
time, and the industry and energy of our 
people to use it, to make our county’s dry 
lands as pleasant and profitable as the 
garden spots of Messrs. Johnston, Hollis­ 
ter, Runyon, Green and others upon the 
Sacramento river, in the lower part of the 
county. 
As you have stated before, “ irrigation 
will treble the population of the county, 
treble the amount of goods required, treble 
the amount of produce raised, increase the 
values of real estate in both city and 
county, and give a quickened impulse to 
every avenue of business.”

Prospect# that Additional Ground W ill 
be Pc-rr-hased by the Governm ent. 
The efforts of the Board of Trade. City 
Improvement Association and other influ­ 
ences ic have the Government buy the 
additions forty feet frontage next east, to 
be added to the recently-purchased Post­ 
office site in this city, and also to have a 
better building than the balance of the 
present appropriation will provide, give 
promise that the desires of the people will 
Ire acceded loi. The. President of the 
Board of Trade received yesterday the fol­ 
lowing communication upon the subject, 
which is self-explanatory and will be read 
with interest:

sons stated; requesting' that plans and 
specifications for the proposed Government 
building be prepared in keeping with the 
prospective needs of your city and with 
other public buildings therein, and that 
should provision not have been made for 
such a tion, asking that the whole matter 
be held in abeyance until your Congres­ 
sional delegation can properly present the 
matter to the Government. 
The cost of the site and building is lim­ 
ited by Act ot Congress to $100,000, and the 
cost o; the site already selected is $30.000, 
leaving a balance of but $70,000 lor con­ 
structing the building. 
i nder the law, plans and specifications 
can be prepared for a building only within 
the hnnt fixed by the Act of authorization. 
1 am led to believe by the supervising 
architect oí this department and by what 
appears in your communication that it 
would be economical in the end, and ju­ 
dicious to acquire for Government use the 
additional land mentioned, provided it can 
be obtained at its actual value, and I will 
thank you to inform me of the price at 
which the lot can be bought by the Gov­ 
ernment.

In tine connection it may be stated that 
Mr. Stefiens has already conferred with 
Bishop Manogue upon the subject, and 
that the Bishop offers the additional piece 
of property referred to to the Government 
for $10,000. This is the same price that 
wasforigi nal ly asked, and also the same rate 
by superficial measurement as paid for the 
St. Rose Church site. The Bishop prom­ 
ised not to sell the property in question to 
any oilier party until the Government has 
had time to consider the matter, not­ 
withstanding the increased activity in real

A Desperate Attem pt to Get Rid of s 
Man But Into a H otel a» Receiver. 
Saturday afternoon, on a judgment ob­ 
tained by Miss Washburn against Chris­ 
tian Koening. proprietor of the California 
House, on Front street, between J and K, 
an attachment was issued and placed 
in the hands of Constable Swift, who in­ 
stalled Baxon McDowell as keeper and re­ 
ceiver. About 0-30 o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing the latter had a difficulty with Koen­ 
ing, who was intoxicated, and Frederick 
Ackerman, who was living at the house, 
during which he was knocked down and 
beaten about the head and face by Acker­ 
man, while Koening, with a large beer- 
glass pounded him on the right knee sev­ 
eral times, inflicting shocking wounds, 
which will probably cause the loss of the 
use of the knee joint. They finally de­ 
sisted, and McDowell crawled out upon the 
sidewalk, and presently was taken to the 
Station-house, where the City Physician was 
occupied for a long time in dressing and 
cleaning his wounds, after which the suf­ 
ferer was sent to the County Hospital. A 
little after 7 o’clock, previous to Mc­ 
Dowell’s arrival at the station-house, 
Koening appeared there and told officer 
Sullivan that a Constable had been having 
some trouble at the California House, and 
suggested that it had better be inquired 
into. Officers Rider and O’Meara immedi­ 
ately went there to investigate, but neither 
Koening nor Ackerman could be found. 
Subsequently officers Farrell and Rice ar­ 
rested Ackerman, and officers Frazee and 
O’Meara gathered in Koening, who, after 
visiting the station-house, changed his 
clothing, and then commenced a trouble 
with the keeper, who had replaced Mc­ 
Dowell at the hotel. Koening declares that 
Ackerman and McDowell had a disagree­ 
ment, and the latter had taken a glass with 
which to beat Ackerman, when he (Koen­ 
ing) interfered. He was positive that he 
did not hit McDowell with a glass. 
Ackerman said that he had been a sort of 
legal adviser of Koening’s relative to the 
suit against him, and beiore the difficulty 
comtnenced he told Koening that McDow­ 
ell was not an officer, as he did not wear a 
star, and advised that he be ejected. Mc­ 
Dowell told him to leave the place—that 
he had no business there, but Ackerman 
insisted that he had, as he lived in the 
house. A fight ensued, during which Mc­ 
Dowell went after him with a beer glass. 
He denied that the latter was struck with 
the glass, but says it was knocked to the 
iloor and broke, and McDowell was proba- 
blycutin the fragments by accident. There 
are other witnesses, however, to substanti­ 
ate the statements of McDowell that he was 
deliberately struck on the knee several 
times, while Ackerman hit h im with h is 
fist in the face at least three times while he 
was down. 
An Interesting Relic. 
The Chico Knterjyriseof Saturday evening 
had the following item, which will be read 
with interest by many Sacramentans: 
“ Yesterday a small block-tin box, about 5 
by 4, and 2 inches deep, which had been 
sealed up nearly twenty-three years ago, 
was opened and the contents exposed to 
view.

Signed—Charles Peake, Sacramento, 
December 5, 1801.’ Tha box is the property 
of Miss Nellie Van Heusen, of Chico, anil 
calls up some sad recollections to some citi­ 
zens of Sacramento. Char. Peake, tbesigner 
of the document, met with an accident, 
which caused his death, a few years after 
his marriage, while others have also passed 
to the other shore. The cake and confec­ 
tionery were as fresh as when they were 
deposited in the box. The solder fastening 
of the box was undone by J. F. Newman, 
the tinner, and the box and contents ex­ 
hibited to us yesterday by Ed. Hoole, Miss 
Van Heusen’s uncle.' The contents were 
unknown to any of the family, and was 
found among a number of keepsakes pre­ 
served to the late Henrv Van Heusen."
